Previous to this the biggest 
year's business was'that of 1895, when 
612 .were entered on the books. The 
two I years previous to this were dull, 
veryl dull Indeed—only 460 being record- 
ed. But this year the business boom is 
on and the result is the increase not- 
ed. Several things have helped to make 
this year a good one, and principal 
amobg them 
may be mentioned the 


mining ventures which have come here 
to legalize their 
incorporation. The 


boom In copper and the rush for gold 
have resulted 
in the 
formation of 


countless companies and Maine has had 
her share of the fees. 


When a corporation Is organized un- 


der the State of Maine law the fee de- 
pends on the amount of the capital- 
ization, and 'many a i mining company 
has turned a half thousand into the 
State treasury. This year's receipts 
from the corporations amounts to 539,- 
076; [hut year they were only $24,570 
and 1897 but1 »28,446. \
